Barden iurns on’ Romulus

Romulus finally has cable 
television! 

After what seemed to some 
residents an endless wait, the 
first Romulus homes have been 
wired for and are receiving 
cable TV, courtesy of Barden 
Cablevision of Romulus. 

The official dedication for the 
system took place on Saturday, 
as hundreds gathered to cele¬ 


brate the coming of cable to 
the community. Speakers in¬ 
cluded John Barden, Barden’s 
regional business operations 
manager; Tim Cusick, regional 
general manager; Mayor Be¬ 
verly McAnally; and Don Bar¬ 
den, the corporate president. 

Romulus is the third operat¬ 
ing system for Barden, with In¬ 
kster and Van Buren already 
receiving the service. Barden 
also has the rights to wire the 
city of Detroit.

Speaking of the Romulus 
franchise in a letter, Don Bar¬ 
den stated that “while being 
cooperative, the mayor and 
city council have insisted that 
this city receive a first class 
system at a fair price to its 
citizens. We have achieved 
both.” 

McAnally, an advocate of the 
pay-television service says she 
has “worked for five years to 
get cable into Romulus, and it’s 
just fantastic that it’s coming 
together.” 

According to McAnally, She 
fields more questions about 
cable than anything else. 

“I’m happy for the people of 
Huron Estates (the first section 
of the city to be hooked up) and 
I’m anticipating the same for 
the rest of the city as it is 
wired,” said McAnally. 

“Mr. Barden has 18 months 
from last February to complete 
the entire city, and I have no 
reason to think it won’t be done 
by then or even before then. ” 

McAnally expressed interest 
in utilizing the cable services to 
reach homeowners with direct 
news regarding things like 
street cleanings and snow plow 
schedules. 

“Cable is a fantastic way to 
communicate immediately with 
people, it’s great,” McAnally 
said, adding her hope that be¬ 
fore too long, Barden Cablevi¬ 
sion will be broadcasting city 
council meetings to area 
homes, thereby giving those 
that don’t make it to meetings 
a chance to see their govern¬ 
ment in action. 

The Romulus system will 
have 60 channels available for

Police charge mother 
with shooting her son 


A 51-year-old Romulus 
woman was released on $50,000 
bond last week after being 
charged with shooting her 33- 
year-old son three times. 

According to police, John 
Williams Jr., of Detroit, had 
gone to see his mother. Jewel 
Hearst of Vinewood Street, to 
apologize for an argument the 
preceeding week. The woman 
reportedly ordered the man to 
leave, and had her 12-year-old 
daughter run next door to call 
the police when it appeared to 
her he would not leave. 

Police say that according to 
Williams, he said he would 
leave, but asked if he could fin¬ 
ish his coffee first. He said that 
she answered that would be 
OK. Hearst denied that. 

Williams alleged that while 
he was drinking his coffee, his 
mother left the room and came 
back in with a rifle and fired. 
Reportedly, Williams told 
police that he was “just sitting 
there drinking my coffee, I 
heard something, and the next 
thing I know, I’m shot!” 

Police said that five rounds 
were fired from the .22 rifle in 
the house, one of them striking 
Williams. As he fled from the 
house,he reportedly was shot at 
five or six more times and was 
struck twice more.

BFI may be out 
of county waste 
management plan 


Even though it has been labeled 
“very unlikely” that the 
proposed “Airport” landfill by 
BFI Industries in Huron 
Township would ever see the 
light of day, actions taken last 
week indicate it will probably 
be removed entirely from the 
county “masterplan,” which 
will be approved by the Wayne 
County Commissioners later 
this month. 

According to Jim Kosteva, 
who sits on the Solid Waste 
Planning Committee, a motion 
was made by Milt Mack, a 
county commissioner who also 
has a seat on the planning com¬ 
mittee, to remove the BFI site 
from the plan before it is hand¬ 
ed over for the commissioners 
approval and going on the De¬ 


partment of Natural Resources 
(DNR). 

“The committee was ready 
to act on the plan, but Mack 
offered a resolution to remove 
it from the plan. According to 
the law, if the county com¬ 
missioners want any changes 
made on the plan, they have to 
refer it to the planning com¬ 
mittee. 

“In my opinion, the vote will 
be to remove it,” said Kosteva. 

The plan is expected to re¬ 
ceive final approval from the 
Wayne County Commissioners 
on Aug. 23, after which it will 
be released to all of the 51 com¬ 
munities involved and they will 
vote to approve or deny the 
plan.

With a snip of the scissors and the crash of the champagne bottle against the hull, the Tecumseh, 
the newest addition to the Automobile Club of Michigan’s Boblo Island “navy,” was ready for its 
maiden voyage to the island amusement park. On hand for the Aug. 8 christening ceremonies was 
AAA president Jack Avigone. 


AAA expands its ‘navy’ 


The whistle isn’t quite as 
loud as mainstays of the fleet, 
but that isn’t cause for concern 
for officials of the Automobile 
Club of Michigan, which re¬ 
cently christened the two 
newest passenger boats for 
Boblo Island. 

The Gibraltar and the 
Tecumseh sail daily from new 
dock facilities in Gibraltar for 
the island amusement park. 

The new dock area, which in¬ 
cludes parking for more than 
500 cars and a covered waiting 
area for patrons, was de¬ 
veloped by AAA to serve Boblo 
visitors from southeasten 
Michigan and northern Ohio. 

It and the addition of the two 
300-passenger paddlewheel- 
style boats are just a few of the 
changes the Auto Club has been 


making in and around the 
amusement park since buying 
it last year. 

The two boats, which resem¬ 
ble Mississippi paddlewheel- 
ers, were constructed at Twin 
Cities Marina and Dray Dock 
in Sault Ste. Marie, Michigan. 
Although it was late in arriving 
in Gibraltar, the first to leave, 
the Tecumseh, on Aug. 8, was fil¬ 
led with cheering park goers. 

"We now have our own 
navy,’’ AAA President Jack 
Avigone commented after the 
ceremonial breaking of bottle 
of champagne on the hull of the 
Tecumseh. ‘‘The addition of 
these boats brings Boblo’s total 
fleet of passenger carrying ves¬ 
sels to eight.” 

That fleet includes the most 


recognized boats on the Detroit 
River, the SS Columbia and the 
SS Ste. Clair that have been 
ferrying people to the site 
almost since its christening as 
Boblo in 1929, because of resi¬ 
dents’ inability to pronounce 
Bois Blanc properly. 

Both the Columbia, built 
1902 by the Detroit Shipbulding 
Company of Wyandotte, and 
the Ste. Clair, built in 1910 by 
the Toledo Shipbuilding Com¬ 
pany, are on the National His¬ 
toric Registry for the United 
States. 

The two newest ships cost 
AAA an estimated $300,000 
each. They measure 65 feet in 
length, 22 feet in width and 
draw 3'/2 feet of water. It is 
estimated that they will carry 
in excess of 1,500 passengers 
daily to the island.

Dear Letter Writer: 

I am living in dread fear of 
going to jail. I can’t stay in 
Michigan, and I can’t go to 
Florida. I need to get a job in 
one of the two places, and my 
driving record is keeping me 
out. Will you write a letter for 
me that pleads my case and, 
hopefully, will result in the 
judge easing up on me. 

Sincerely, JW 
Dear Florida Judge: 

On July 4. 1981, I made a se¬ 
rious mistake and on January 
4, 1982, I, again, made a se¬ 
rious error in judgement. 

As my record will indicate, I 
received a ticket for Driving 
While Intoxicated on July 4, 

1981, and was to begin serving 
a 10-day sentence on January 4, 

1982. 

This letter is a sincere 
attempt on my part to undo the 
damage that has been done 
thus far and to fulfill my pre¬ 
sent obligation to the State of 
Florida. Toward that end, en¬ 
closed is my check in the 
“Amount of $18, which I under¬ 
stand to be the requisite 
amount owed by me. 

At the time of my hearing 


and sentencing, I was granted 
permission from the judge to 
complete my college gradua¬ 
tion exercises prior to serving 
my sentence and, as the record 
will indicate, I was to appear 
on January 4, 1982. In short, 
the prospect of 10 days in jail 
terrified me to the extent that I 
panicked.

As is necessary in this type of 
venture, you must know the 
product and I certainly do. 

Judge, by this letter, I am 
attempting to make amends. I 
am, quite frankly, very 
apprehensive about what your 
reaction will be to my writing 
to you, but I wanted to lay my 
cards on the table and clear 
this black spot from my record.

Unistrut’s request 
should be approved

Big Business vs. middle-class homeowner? 

The proposed closing of a one-block area on Eli¬ 
zabeth Street in Wayne at the request of the Un¬ 
istrut Corp. certainly appears on the surface to 
resemble a business vs. resident confrontation. 
Such a view, however, is an oversimplification of 
a situation that bears significant ramifications for 
the entire community as well as neighboring 
areas. 

Unistrut officials have petitioned the Wayne 
City Council to vacate Elizabeth Street between 
the Conrail railroad tracks and Clinton Street 
on the south side of Michigan Avenue. Such clos¬ 
ing, they point out,would allow the company to en¬ 
close four existing buildings, located on both sides 
of the street, thereby correcting a costly material 
handling problem. 

Several homeowners in the area have objected 
to the proposal since this street vacation would 
eliminate their most immediate access to Michi¬ 
gan Avenue. One resident has claimed that the 
street “belongs to the public” and feels that the 
neighborhood is being asked to make a sacrifice 
due to poor planning by Unistrut. 

Next month the Wayne City Council is expected 
to render a decision. No ruling will be accepted 
without considerable complaint. With this in 
mind, the council is left with the responsibility of 
acting in the best interests of the entire city. 


They must consider several factors, including: 
approximately 365 people are employed at Un¬ 
istrut, which has been a member of the Wayne 
community for more than 50 years; the com¬ 
pany’s annual tax bill exceeds $330,000 and the 
firm is the third largest taxpayer in Wayne; the 
company is a non-aut6 related business providing 
a diversified economic base for the city, and the 
strong possibility exists that GTE. Unistrut’s pa¬ 
rent corporation, would move operations out of 
Michigan if the street is not vacated. 

The negative impacts to residents and business 
owners in the area are a real concern. Closing 
Elizabeth Street no doubt will inconvenience 
many persons but the health and safety of the 
area will not be affected. 

In the interests of the employees of Unistrut 
and the majority of Wayne residents, the City 
Council should vote to vacate the one-block area 
with the understanding that Unistrut will assume 
the costs of implementing the change. 

While local officials will be accused of simply 
catering to big business, they must act to pre¬ 
serve jobs and a tax base whenever possible. In 
this case the inconveniences do not compare with 
the devastating impact that would result from a 
shutdown of Unistrut. 

The council must act to insure the expansion of 
major business. 
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Use funds for park 

To the Editor: 

The City of Belleville is pre¬ 
paring to take bids for the con¬ 
struction of a town square 
(they call it a plaza) on a half 
block of Fourth Street between 
Main and the alley as you look 
toward Liberty. The cost is 
estimated to be over $50,000 
possibly as high as $60 to $65 
thousand. 

A mall is most effective when 
there are shops on either side 
of the street which is converted 
to a mall. In this case there are 
no shops. On one side there is a 
vacant lot, on the other a brick 
waU. 

The plaza will enhance the 
beauty of the central business 
district, its one asset I believe. 

I would rather see this same 
money spent for the acquisition 
of land for a recreational park 
within the Belleville city limits. 

Sixty thousand dollars will 
purchase ten acres of undevelo¬ 
ped land that can provide ten¬ 
nis courts, ball diamonds, a 
basketball court, picnic pavi¬ 
lions and all the amenities for 
such a park. 

There are two, possibly 
three, such sites in Belleville. 
One of them that I have investi¬ 
gated is in excess of ten acres 
and the owner will sell all or 
part. I have discussed prices 
with him. 

The second site has some 
advantages over the first. It is 
not offered for sale at this time 
but could be purchased under 
eminent domain. 

The use of the “plaza 
money” for a recreational park 
has a cash advantage. The 
Federal Land and Water Con¬ 
servation Fund will match the 
$60,000 with another $60,000 for 
development of the park facili¬ 
ties. 

Washtenaw County Parks re¬ 
ceived $115,500 this summer 
from this fund to build shelters, 
picnic pavilions, an irrigation 


system and a perennial garden 
in their 128 acre park on Platt 
Road. 

A pretty plaza may not bring 
thriving business to Belleville 
nor fill the five store fronts va¬ 
cated just this year. We are a 
victim of the big shopping 
malls. 

Recreation is a constant 
need. The Michigan Park and 
Recreation Association stan¬ 
dard is ten acres of park land 
for each thousand population. 
Belleville should have 34 acres. 
Ten acres would certainly help 
the total off three we now have.

The time was 1934, and the yopng beau 
rolled up the drive of his fiance’s Upton 
Avenue home on the west side of Toledo.

After several loops around the block, 
and with Midge feeling growing confidence 
behind the wheel, she came in for a land¬ 
ing. Turning right off Upton Avenue into 
the drive, she spotted her mother on the 
porch waiting nervously for her return. 

“Hey Mom, look at me!” In that mo¬ 
ment of distraction, my mother managed 
to a) learn a valuable driving lesson — 
never become distracted behind the wheel, 
b) ruin my father’s car, c) scar forever 
the stately elm tree that stood beside the 
driveway, and d) severely bruise her 
pride, but fortunately little else. 

In those days, drivers training classes 
were not the way folks learned how to 
drive. Freeways and traffic congestion 
never envisioned then, however, along with 
spiraling traffic fatalities, have caused us 
to get smarter about education of the driv¬ 
er or, as they used to say, “fixing the 
loose nut on the end of the wheel.” 

What brings this all to mind is the re¬ 
cent experience of my daughter, Deborah, 
going through Drivers Ed. at Wayne 
Memorial High under the guiding hand of 
John Wood and his brave band. 

Frankly, my nerves would not hold up 
on the highway under a steady diet of road 
novices. Debbie did great on her final 
checkout, but my knuckles will probably 
stay white for at least another month. 

As I rode in the back set, and with John 
Wood on the passenger side. Deb steered 
us around the tennis courts, onto Glen- 
wood, and up to Wildwood. John and I 


have some things in common, as it turns 
out, and we talked as young Deb (is this 
possible — my 15 year old is piloting this 
vehicle?!) drove along, intersected with 
Cherry Hill, turned left and headed for 
Canton.

It was two days after the fact, when an alarm 
went off in my brain. I managed to keep my com¬ 
posure as I weighed what I would tell the judge. 

“Well, you see, your honor, it was like this .. 
The excuses were many, but when it came right 
down to it, I’d simply forgot. Who could forget a 
date in court? A birth date, sure; a blind date, 
maybe; but not a date in court. Nobody does, but 
I did. 

Alas, the situation was resolved, but not for 
long. A reminder came in the mail to appear in 
court on Aug. 6. Every calendar I could find ... 
and might see. . .had a reminder scribbled on it 
... “Go to court. 9 a.m.” 

Luckily, I remembered, but I was to find that my 
forgetfulness isn’t so unusual among those called for 
jury duty. Whatever their reasons, there were quite 
a few who would be explaining why they missed their 
date in court. 

There’s nothing glamorous about being called 
for jury duty, especially in District Court. It in¬ 
volves a lot of sitting, mostly on benches that 
have a strong resemblence to church pews — 
minus the kneelers. They’re so much like church 
pews that your posterior gets sore and you start 
squirming. 


Each one of us had an assigned number, and as 
I glanced around I recognized a few. 

“Hey, isn’t that a school board member?” 

“Who? Juror 19?” 

“Juror what?” 

I’d always had thi§ secret yearning to serve on 
a jury, a spectacular one like the Charles Manson 
trial. Not because I’d be off work for four months, 
but for the story potential. We’re talking about vi¬ 
sions of the New York Times Best Seller List for 
29, maybe 30, weeks ... “I, the Juror.” 

To show how much I didn’t know about jury 
duty, I calmly informed my fellow employees I’d 
be at work by 10 a.m. At noon I’d yet to show 
and they were beginning to fear the worst. I’d 
been picked for a jury. 

No such luck, both on being selected or being 
selected for a spectacular case. There’s one prob¬ 
lem with being called for jury duty in a commun¬ 
ity you’ve worked in for years ... you know too 
many people. 

Granted being called for jury duty is a nui¬ 
sance, but it is an education for those who perse¬ 
vere. How many people have had the opportunity 
to see the judicial branch of government in ac¬ 


tion? 

We started out as a group of people hardly 
knowing each other, but by 3:30 p.m., when we 
were excused, it was more like saying good-bye to 
old friends. You can’t sit in close quarters all day 
without getting to know the person sitting beside 
you. 

By the fourth round of jury selection, we were 
taking bets on who would be called and who would 
be chosen. There’s a big difference between being 
called and being chosen, you see. 

Potential jurors are called to sit in the jury box 
by lottery — that’s where the number comes in. 
After brief questioning by the judge, the attorneys 
take over, and depending on the answer or 
answers, a juror may be found acceptable or be 
excused. 

It’s like the Bible quote of “many are called, 
but few are chosen.” 

While I sat there, fidgeting about getting to 
work, the judge offered an explanation that made 
me realize why I was there. It wasn’t the threat 
of appearing before that judge to explain why I 
had ignored the summons, nor was it curiosity (as 
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a journalist. I’ve sat in on court cases on several 
occasions). 

The reason was simple. Jury duty is the only 
obligation imposed on U.S. citizens. 

At one time there were two obligations, military 
conscription and jury duty, but with the end of the 
draft almost a decade ago, only jury duty re¬ 
mains. 

It is not something we can chose to do or not to 
do. So why do so many chose not to do it? 
Granted, it is a hassle to get off work for the day, 
to spend hour after hour in a courtroom, but if we 
are to uphold the principles this country was 
founded on, it is a necessary hassle. 

So for those now receiving their call to duty, 
accept it. Who knows — you might get the trial I’ve 
been dreaming of. If you don’t, at least you will have 
the feeling that the American ideal of a fair and 
impartial trial with a jury of your peers is alive and 
well.

Simple living is not as simple 
as it sounds. 

Look at your mail and you be¬ 
gin to think the whole world con¬ 
spires to complicate our lives. If 
we could all go “Back to Basics” 
it would surely make the job of 
Civil Defense and the Police Au¬ 
xiliary so much easier. 

Simple Living is a movement, 
a return to the good things of life. 
There are no dues or subscrip¬ 
tions in this movement.

CUPCAKES! Yes, a life was lost 
over junk food. I remember the 
incident because I went to the 
funeral with the Inkster Police 
contingent. Sad! Blood was shed 
over a few plastic bags of 
Twinkies. 

One February weekend I 
attended a workshop in "Simple 
Living” at the Kirkridge 
ecumenical retreat center, lo¬ 
cated in the Pocanos of Bangor, 
Pennsylvania. Everything about 
it was low key. We brought our 
own bedding, the diet was 
vegetarian, and there were no 
lectures or slide presentations.

“Dreamscape” may not have 
the razamataz of an “Indiana 
Jones” or the spit ‘n' polish of a 
“Gremlins,” but it carries with it 
an element of both. First (and 
most obvious) is the chase scene 
(bad guys chase good guy, bad 
guys get good guy, good guy gets 
away, etc.) and second is the 
thought; what would it be like to 
live out your nightmares? 

This film is solidly on science 
fiction ground, but there’s not a 
space ship in sight; the majority 
of the action here takes place in 
the mind — both the characters’ 
and the viewers’. 

An agency receiving funds 
from the government has per¬ 
fected a method of letting a 
second person become an active 
participant in the first’s dreams. 
Dennis Quaid is one of a few able 
to do this, due to his high ESP (or 
whatever it’s called) level. 
Another is Tommy Ray, played 
to psycho perfection by Detroiter 
David Patrick Kelly (“The War¬ 
riors”). 

Almost as mean and nasty as 
Tommy Ray is the President’s 
(played by Eddie “Green Acres” 
/dbert) right hand man. featur¬ 
ing a fine performance by Christ¬ 


opher Plummer. 

The scene: The president is 
having nightmares (of a nuclear 
holocaust, naturally). He tells 
Plummer that he’s so shaken by 
them, he plans on signing a dis¬ 
armament agreement with the 
Soviet Union. Plummer doesn’t 
think this is a good idea. He has 
Tommy Ray kill a woman he’s 
linked to in a dream. He says it’s 
a test. Guess what comes next? 

OK, so the plot sort of lays 
down and tells you what’s going 
to happen, but it’s the way it all 
happens that makes “Dreams¬ 
cape” stand out. It doesn’t slap 
you in the face, it just sort of 
nudges you. 

The photography in the 
“dream” sequences are nothing 
short of fantastic, giving a, well, 
dreamlike effect.This movie 
may not have them lined up 
around the block, but it’s a film 
people will be talking about 
weeks after they’ve seen it. 

As far as the acting, it’s first 
rate, with Kelly the standout per¬ 
former. Kate Capshaw isn’t as 
interesting as she was in “Indi¬ 
ana Jones,” and it seemed to me 
that some of her scenes were 
probably cut. Quaid continues 
his rise to the stardom that 
should have been his after 
“Breaking Away,” which would 
have spared him a part in the 
horrendous “Jaws 3-D.”

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A 'ringer' 
for the 
Hall of 
Fame

There is one sport where if you come 
close, it counts. And Belleville’s Lee 
Jacobs knows that sport as well as any 
man or woman in the United States. 
The sport, of course, is horseshoes. 
“It is a sport,’’ stresses the 78-year- 
old Belleville resident who was consi¬ 
dered one of the best “pitchers” in the 
sports’ history. Jacobs has won more 
national and state championships in the 
field of horseshoe pitching than prob¬ 
ably any other. 

Jacobs has pitched in 59 Michigan 
Championship meets and won state ti¬ 
tles in 1933, 1934 and also captured top 
Michigan honors in 1944 and 1955. He 
was state runner-up seven times and 
was the Greater Detroit champion in 
the years 1927, 1929 and 1940. For six 
consecutive years, 1943 through 1948, 
Lee was unmatchable in the sports in 
this area. His credentials earned him a 
unique honor. 

Recently, in Huntsville, Alabama, 
Jacobs’ peers thought so highly of his 
accomplishments that they placed him 
in the Horseshoe Pitchers’ Hall of 
Fame. 

“I’m pleased and honored to be in¬ 
ducted in the Hall of Fame,” Jacobs 
said. “I have played this sport for near¬ 
ly 65 years and have found it to be as 
exciting and challenging as any. It is a 
sport that demands concentration as 
well as accuracy.” 

Unlike most city dwellers, Lee took up 
horseshoes at an early age using “real 
shoes that came off horses.” 

‘ T was 14 at the timeJacobs recalls , 
“and, you can say I was hooked on the 
sport ever since.” 

Jacobs’ first real tournament and 
test came in 1923 when he competed in a 
tourney sponsored by the Cincinnati 
Post. He pitched his first Michigan 
Championships in 1925 and put together 
that incredible chain of 59 Michigan 
championship appearances. 

On a plaque presented to him for his 
achievements, it is also stressed that 
Jacobs organized the first World Hos- 
reshoe Pitching Tournament, staged in 
Duluth, Minnesota in 1927 and he man¬ 
aged to compete in 28 world tourna¬ 
ments altogether. He won the National 
AAU Championship in 1944. 

Not only was Lee active as a player, 
he was also elected to top positions with¬ 
in the organization. He was the second 
vice-president of the Michigan 
Horseshoe Pitchers in 1929, and held 
that office and later became the secret¬ 
ary-treasurer of the Wolverine State 
Association in 1933, an office he held for 
25 consecutive years. 

On Monday, Jacobs was admitted to 
Beyer Hospital where he is scheduled 
for surgery. Jacobs’ wife, Helen, says 
that her husband has had a grovdh on 
his lip that doctors want to remove. 

“But he’s in the best of spirits,” she 
adds. 

In 1940, Lee and his wife, along with 
Leland Mortenson managed to bring 
together the best horseshoe pitchers in 
the world and staged a “World Cham¬ 
pionship” in Des Moines. 

Jacobs’s efforts also earned for him a 
niche in the Michigan Hall of Fame 
(1967), and he was also elected to the 
Michigan Amateur Athletic Hall of 
Fame in 1973. While in office, he com¬ 
piled and partially authored a book cal¬ 
led the “Horshoe Compedium”, a hand¬ 
book and the “Who’s Who” in the sport. 

The manufacturer and owner of Lat- 
tore Horseshoes since 1946, Lee has has 
the honor of singing the National 
Anthem to open the world tournaments. 

Lee Jacobs is “to horseshoes” as 
Babe Ruth was to baseball. 

Both have left indelible marks on 
their beloved sports.

CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN 

ORDINANCE NO. 8-14-84 


BUREN 


An Ordinance to establish procedures and standards for review of 
applications, renewals and revocations of licenses to sell beer, wine or 
spirits. 

THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN WAYNE COUNTY, 
MICHIGAN ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1 

TITLE. 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Van Buren 
Township Liquor License Ordinance”. 

SECTION 2. 

APPLICATIONS FOR NEW LICENSE. 

A. Application. Applications for a license to sell beer, wine or spirits 
shall be made to the Township Board in writing, signed by the applicant, 
if an individual, or by a duly authorized agent thereof, if a partnership or 
corporation, verified by oath or affidavit, and shall contain the following 
statements and information: 

1. The name, age and address of the applicant in the case of an 
individual; or, in the case of a co-partnership, the persons entitled to 
share in the profits thereof; in the case of a corporation, the objects, 
for which organized, the names and addresses of the officers and 
directors, and, if a majority interest in the stock of such corporation 
is owned by one person or his nominee, the name and address of such 
person. 

2. The citizenship of the applicant, his place of birth, and, if a 
naturalized citizen, the time and place of his naturalization. 

3. The character of business of the applicant, and in the case of a 
corporation, the object for which it was formed. 

4. The length of time said applicant has been in business of that 
character, or, in the case of a corporation, the date when its charter 
was issued. 

5. The location and description of the premises of place of busi¬ 
ness which is to be operated under such license. 

6. A statement whether applicant has made application for a simi¬ 
lar or other license on premises other than described in this applica¬ 
tion, and the disposition of such application. 

7. A statement that applicant has never been convicted of a felony 
and is not disqualified to receive a license by reason of any matter or 
thing contained in this ordinance or the laws of the State of Michigan. 

8. A statement that the applicant will not violate any of the laws of 
the State of Michigan or of the United States or any ordinances of the 
township in the conduct of its business. 

9. The application shall be accompanied by building and plot 
plans showing the entire structure and premises and in particular 
the specific areas where the license is to be utilized. The plans shall 
demonstrate adequate off-street parking, lighting, refuse disposal 
facilities and where appropriate, adequate plans for screening, and 
noise control 

B. Restrictions on Licenses. No such license shall be issued to: 

1. A person whose license, under this ordinance has been revoked 
for cause. 

2. A person who, at the time of application or renewal of any 
license issued hereunder, would not be eligible for such license upon 
a first application. 

3. A co-partnership, unless all of the members of such co¬ 
partnership shall qualify to obtain a license. 


4. A corporation, if any officer, manager, or director thereof, or a 
stock owner or stockholder owning more than five percent (5%) of 
the stock of such corporation would not be eligible to receive a 
license hereunder for any reason. 

5. A person whose place of business is conducted by a manager or 
agent unless such manager or agent possesses the same qualifica¬ 
tions required of the licensee. 

6. A person who has been convicted for a violation of any federal 
or state law concerning the manufacture, possession or sale or alco¬ 
holic liquor or a controlled substance. 

7. A person who does not own the premises for which a license is 
south or does not have a lease therefor for the full period for which 
the license is issued, or to a person, corporation or co-partnership 
that does not have sufficient financial assets to carry on or maintain 
the business. 

8. Any law enforcing public official or any member of the 
township board, and no such law enforcement official shall be in¬ 
terested in any way either directly or indirectly in the manufacture 
for sale or distribution of alcoholic liquor. 

9. For premises where there exists a violation of the applicable 
Building, Electrical, Mechanical, Plumbing or Fire Codes, applic¬ 
able Zoning Regulations, applicable Public Health Regulations, or 
any other applicable Township Ordinance. 

10. For any new license or for the transfer of location of any 
existing license unless the sale or beer, wine, or spirits is shown to be 
incidental and subordinate to other permitted business uses upon the 
site, such as but not limited to food sales, motel operations, or 
recreational activities. 

11. For premises where it is determined by a majority of the 
board that the premises do not or will not reasonably soon after 
commencement of operations have adequate off-street parking, 
lighting, refuse disposal facilities, screening, noise, or nuisance 
control or where a nuisance does or will exist. 

12. Where the board determines, by majority vote, that the prop¬ 
osed location is inappropriate considering the desirability of estab¬ 
lishing a location in developed, commercial areas, in preference to 
isolated, undeveloped areas; the attitude of adjacent residents and 
property owners; traffic safety; accessibility to the site from abut¬ 
ting roads; capability of abutting roads to accommodate the com-. 
mercial activity; distance from public or private schools for 
minors; proximity of the inconsistent zoning classification; and 
accessibility from primary roads or state highways. 

C. Term of License. Approval of a license shall be for a period of one 
year subject to annual renewal by the township board upon continued 
compliance with the regulations of this ordinance. Approval of a license 
shall be with the understanding that any necessary remodeling or new 
construction for the use of the license shall be commenced within six 
months of the action of the township board or the Michigan Liquor Con¬ 
trol Commission approving such license whichever last occurs. Any 
unusual delay in the completion of such remodeling or construction may 
subject the license to revocation. 

D. Reservation of Authority . No such applicant for a liquor license has 
the right to the issuance of such license to him, her or it, and the township 
board reserves the right to exercise reasonable discretion to determine 
who, if anyone, shall be entitled to the issuance of such license. Addi¬ 


tionally, no applicant for a liquor license has the right to. have such 
application processed and the township board further reserves the right 
to take no action with respect to any application filed with the township 
board. The township board further reserves the right to maintain a list of 
all applicants and to review the same when, in its discretion, it deter¬ 
mines that the issuance of an additional liquor license is in the best 
interests of the township at large and for the needs and convenience of its 
citizens. 

E. License Hearing. The Township Board shall grant a public hearing 
upon the license application when, in its discretion, the Board determines 
that the issuance of an additional liquor license is in the best interests of 
the township at large and for the needs and convenience of its citizens. 
Following such hearing the Board shall submit to the applicant a written 
statement of its findings and determination. The Board’s determination 
shall be based upon satisfactory compliance with the restrictions set 
forth in Paragraph B.l through 12 above. 

SECTION III 

OBJECTIONS TO RENEWAL AND REQUEST FOR REVOCATION 

A. Procedure. Before filing an objection to renewal or request for 
revocation of a license with the Michigan Liquor Control Commission, 
the township board shall serve the license-holder, by first class mail, 
mailed not less than ten days prior to hearing with notice of a hearing, 
which notice shall contain the following: 

1. Notice of proposed action. 

2. Reasons for the proposed action. 

3. Date, time and place of hearing. 

4. A statement that the licensee may present evidence and testi¬ 
mony and confront adverse witnesses. 

Following the hearing, the township board shall submit to the licensehol- 
der and the Commission a written statement of its findings and deter¬ 
mination. J U 11 

B. Criteria for Nonrenewal or Revocation. The township board snail 
recommend nonrenewal or revocation of a license upon a determination 
by it that based upon a preponderance of the evidence presented at 
hearing either of the following exist: 

1. Violation of any of the restrictions on licenses set forth in 
Paragraph B.l through 12 above; or, 

2. Maintenance of a nuisance upon the premises. 

SECTION IV 
SEVERABILITY 

Should any section or part thereof of this Ordinance be declared uncon¬ 
stitutional, null or void by a court of competent jurisdiction, such dec¬ 
laration shall not affect the validity of the remaining sections or parts 
thereof of this Ordinance. 

SECTION V. 

EFFECTIVE DATE. 

This ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publication.
